WHAT TO EXPECT FROM FEMA: 

• Inspector’s Call: After you register - either 
online at www.DisasterAssistance.gov or by calling 
1-800-621-3362 - a nine-digit application number 
is assigned. An inspector will call to schedule an 
appointment to visit your damaged property, gen¬ 
erally no longer than 10 days after registration. 

• Inspector’s Visit: Keep the scheduled 
appointment to make sure the assistance process 
moves quickly. Inspectors will review both struc¬ 
tural and personal property damage and file a 
report, but they do not determine eligibility or 
estimate or determine the value of damage or 
losses. The inspection typically takes 15 to 45 
minutes.

Grant County has been 
declared a disaster area and is 
eligible for federal assistance 
after the March 2 tornado ripped 
through Crittenden. 

Gov. Steve Beshear received 
notification March 9 that 
President Barack Obama has 
authorized assistance for resi¬ 
dents of nine more Kentucky 
counties, including Grant, that 
suffered significant damage as a 
result of tornadoes and severe 
storms. 

The declaration brings the 
total number of counties receiv¬ 


ing federal aid from FEMA to 
16. 

“It’s very important because 
it allows people to get assistance 
for living expenses, especially 
renters,” said Rick Willoby, 
director of Grant County 
Emergency Management. “It 
also allows home owners to get 
low interest loans to rebuild. 


FEMA typically fills in for peo¬ 
ple who don’t have insurance. If 
you have needs, your primary 
insurance should take care of 
that first, but anything that they 
did not get covered completely, 
you can request FEMA assis¬ 
tance to help you as well.” 

Assistance for individuals 
can include grants for temporary 


housing and home repairs, low- 
cost loans to cover uninsured 
property losses, and other pro¬ 
grams to help individuals and 
business owners recover from 
the effects of the disaster. 

The deadly storms and torna¬ 
does across Kentucky caused 23 
deaths and more than 300 inju¬ 
ries. 

Willoby said he was always 
confident that Grant County 
would be approved for federal 
assistance based on the amount 
of damage received in the 
Crittenden area, especially the 
Harvesters Subdivision.

Marathon 
robbed, public

Police are hoping the public can help 
them solve a break in at the Marathon Station 
on Ky. 36 in Williamstown. 

They may be related to three other break 
ins that occurred recently at Peg’s Pit Stop in 
Corinth and the Jonesville Country Store. 

According to police, at least two, possibly 
three suspects, broke out a side window 
around 12:30 a.m. on Feb. 26. 

The suspects ransacked the office and 
attempted to destroy a security camera. 
Eventually they gained access to the ATM 
and stole an undisclosed amount of cash. 

Sgt. Robert Reed of 
the Williamstown Police 
Department is in charge 
of the investigation. 

While the suspects 
attempted to destroy the 
video camera, Reed said 
he was able to save some 
of the footage. 

“The video showed 
all kinds of traffic going 
by but you wouldn’t necessarily notice 
because of how they made entry,” Reed 
said. 

Reed said it’s possible they also used a 
lookout and scanner or walkie talkies to 
communicate. 

“We believe the suspects are local and 
that they were also responsible for the other 
break ins because of similarities between 
them,” Reed said.

By 2018,54 percent of all jobs in 
Kentucky will require post-second- 
ary training beyond high school. 

However, Kentucky currently 
ranks 48th in the percentage of 
post-secondary education degree 
projections for 2018. 

By 2020, 123 million American 
jobs will be in high-skill / high-pay 
occupations, from computer pro¬ 
gramming to bio-engineering, but 
only 50 million Americans will be 
qualified to fill them.

The new focus has affected all aspects of instruction - 
from kindergarten through 12th grade - and includes chang¬ 
es in curriculum, learning targets, grading, assessment, 
accountability and more. 

“While we are very proud of the opportunities offered to 
high school students at the new Grant County Schools 
Career and Technology Center, our focus on college and 
career readiness begins at the earliest opportunity,” 
Livingood said. “The most basic way is to ensure students in 
elementary schools are at grade level in numeracy and litera¬ 
cy skills. As students progress, our focus expands to include 
skills such as effective written and oral communication, col¬ 
laboration and leadership, critical thinking and problem solv¬ 
ing, agility and adaptability, initiative and entrepreneurialism 
- all skills identified by employers and universities as being 
critically important for success.” 

The district also is trying to expose students to experienc¬ 
es beyond the classroom, including career fairs and advising, 
college visits for all juniors and the pursuit of business part¬ 
nerships and dual credit opportunities that encourage a seam¬ 
less transition from high school to college and careers, said 
Livingood. 

The town hall meeting is targeted toward everyone from 
parents, staff and students to business leaders and communi¬ 
ty members. 

“When you think about it, absolutely everyone in a com¬ 
munity is impacted by the quality of its schools,” Livingood 
said. “Whether it’s the quality of care you receive at the doc¬ 
tor’s office or value of property in a given community, 
everything is dependent upon the quality of education pos¬ 
sessed by the citizenry. For that reason, everyone needs to be 
informed and knowledgeable of the goals and challenges rel¬ 
ative to educating the youth.”

payment book that names the appli¬ 
cant along with the address of the 
damaged home; property insurance 
policy for the damaged home with 
applicant’s name listed as the insured; 
tax receipts or a property tax bill that 
lists the address of the damaged 

home and the applicant as the 
responsible party to the assess¬ 
ments. 

• After the Inspector’s Visit: You 
will receive a joint letter from FEMA 
and the commonwealth containing a 
decision within 10 days of the 
inspector’s visit. You may receive a 
low-interest disaster loan application 
in the packet from the U.S. Small 
Business Administration. You do not 
have to accept a loan. However, 
completing an SBA application 
opens the door to other possible 
forms of assistance. 

If you are eligible for assistance, 
the letter will be followed by a check 
or an electronic funds transfer. The 
letter explains how the money can be 
used.

You or someone who is 18 or 
older and lived in the household 
prior to the disaster must be present 
for the scheduled appointment. 

The inspector will ask for identi¬ 
fication and proof of ownership and 
occupancy (for homeowners) and 
occupancy only (for renters). You can 
speed up the process by having the 
appropriate documents on hand: 

* A photo ID to prove identity, 
such as driver’s license or passport. 

* Proof of occupancy, which may 
include anyone of the following: 

* A lease, rent payment receipt, 
utility bill or other document con¬ 
firming the home was the primary 
residence at the time of the disaster. 

* An employee pay stub and 
similar documents addressed to the 
applicant and showing the address of 
the damaged home. 

* Proof of ownership, which 
may include any one of the following: 
Deed showing applicant as the legal 
owner; title that lists applicant on 
actual escrow or title document for 
the purchase of the home; mortgage

I have noticed that these 
pleas for help come from 
many of us caught in a loop 
of emails sent out by those 
who pass on to us those 
“Things you have to see” 
attachments.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Spring weed control 
starts this week 


"Xthink I have finally figured out the perfect machine 
I for controlling those pesky spring weeds.. .sheep. 
JjVell, I know it is not for everyone, but our preg¬ 
nant herd of Katahdin ewes are let loose from their 
pasture in the afternoon to graze freely within the 
secure fencing of the entire property for a few hours. 
To my delight, they have completely rid the mulched 
area beneath over 20 crab apples of chickweed, 
mouse ear, henbit, cress and any other savoiy weed 
that it otherwise my nemesis this time of the year. 
While the help is appreciated, it won’t be too long 
when it will be problematic to let them graze freely 
because they will start to eat my perennials, trees and 
shrubs they are close to lambing and their pastures are 
greening up so it will balance itself out. 

Can’t count on sheep? 

So if you don’t have a flock, what are you to do to 
control the onslaught of germinating weeds? 
Controlling certain weeds takes some strategic plan¬ 
ning, especially if you prefer to use as little chemical 
input as possible. For everyone’s sake this should be 
the focus:human, pet, livestock, nature, water ways, 
etc. need to be protected. I have chickens that forage 
all over the place year round so there is no chance of 
using anything other than a well-timed strategy of 
hand-weeding, mulching, com gluten and a little 
flame throwing, I’ll explain. 

You have probably already noticed some cool 
season weeds like henbit, chickweed and wild onion. 
Perennial performers like violets, dandelions and 
creeping Charlie are not far behind. Annual weeds 
spread by seed so if we address the young seedlings 
now, especially before they bloom, with a hoe or 
scratching tool in hand we have eliminated one gen¬ 
eration. If the weed is a perennial like violets or wild 
onion then a bit more effort may be required. Every 
spring when the ground is moist I take my spade to 
the garden and pop out onions and violets from the 
mixed perennial beds. In a matter of about three years 
total I have eliminated some major weed problems by 
pulling, cultivating, mulching 
and using com gluten 
preemergents. 

Next step 

Once your weeds are 
under control follow up with 
smart cultural practices like 
maintaining a taller stand of 
turf, use two inches of mulch 
in beds and tree rings; and hoe 
or hand weed as soon as you 
notice something. You can 
also use com gluten based 
products as a granular 
preemergent to prevent weed 
seed from germinating. For 
this product to work effec¬ 
tively you must follow up with an application about 
every 10 weeks. Com gluten is perfectly safe and 
provides a small amount of nitrogen to the garden as 
well. Don’t use it where you are starting plants from 
seed, however. 

Enter the ‘Dragon’ 

We also employ a flame weeder that I will use on 
annual weeds like henbit that can carpet some areas in 
the vegetable garden in spring. The “Dragon” effec¬ 
tively cooks young tender weed seedlings but getting 
to them early is key. Organic herbicides that prove 
effective for spot treating weeds includes those with 
clove and citrus oils as the active ingredient; a full 
strength vinegar spray will wither a weed, too, but 
you need to come back to it several times to starve the 
roots. 

If you are battling tough weeds like creeping 
Charlie you may be required to use a chemical to 
begin with; but if you properly use the product you 
should be able to follow up with hand weeding and 
cultural practices for long-term management. One 
treatment of a product that contains the active ingre- 
dientstwo, 4-D, dicamba and trichlopyris effective on 
the most difficult weeds. I would like to emphasize, 
however, that you want to follow label instructions 
exactly. 

Clearly there is no magic bullet for weed control 
but we can take some common sense measures to 
devise an overall management plan. We have come 
to rely too heavily on the use of herbicides to fix our 
problems when we already have all the free tools we 
need: memory, reason and nimble fingers.

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Indiana resident captures Crittenden tornado on video

While many in Crittenden 
were bracing for the destruc¬ 
tive damage of a F3 tornado 
that touched down March 2, 
some were driving right into 
its path. 

Matthew Pickett, a 
26-year-old Greenfield, Ind., 
resident, was traveling with a 
friend southbound on 
Interstate 75 when they ran 
into the terrifying twister. 

After a meeting in 
Cincinnati, Pickett said they 
were headed toward 
Lexington to see if the storm 
had caused havoc at his 
friend’s house. 

The friends had heard the 
reports of tomadic activity, 
but little did they know they 
would soon be face to face 
with the ultimate cause of 
four deaths in the Crittenden/ 
Piner area. 

They stopped briefly at 
the Walton exit, but decided 
to get back on the Interstate 
heading south, believing they 
were going away from the 
storm. 

“I started freaking out,” 
Pickett said. “At the Walton 
exit, the sky was green and 
hail was coming down. Then 
the radio said the tornado 
was headed toward the exit 
we were at, possibly north of 
our exit so we took off south 
again after a five-minute 
wait. And, then it showed up 


almost at the next exit.” 

About a mile from the 
Crittenden exit in Grant 
County, the friends pulled 
their vehicle into the emer¬ 
gency lane as the sky dark¬ 
ened and the clouds above 
appeared deadly. 

“When I saw it crossing 
the highway and seeing how 
big it was and how close we 
were in relation to it, I was 
sure we were going to be 
picked up,” Pickett said. “I 
could see the debris going up 
in the tornado, trees are 
breaking and going into the 
road in front of us, the high 
voltage power lines went 
shortly after it went east of 
us.” 

Having to make a quick 
decision, Pickett and his 
friend decided to stay in the 
car as the tornado passed. 

“I know staying in the 
vehicle is not recommended, 
but there was so much debris 
flying around, then the cars 
driving past us and pulling 
over made for going for a 
ditch about as bad an idea,” 
he said. 

Once they were sure the 
worst of the storm had 
passed, they pulled back on 
the Interstate toward 
Lexington. 

Before the Crittenden 
exit, they saw an overturned 
semi and helped the driver 
get out of the truck before 
returning on their original 
path. 


While the near-death 
experience will be something 
Pickett will likely never for¬ 
get, he has a tangible remind¬ 
er of what he went through 
as well. 

He videotaped more than 
90 seconds of tornado foot¬ 
age as the friends headed 
toward Crittenden and pulled 
off on the side of the road. 

The video serves as an 
up-close version of the pow¬ 
erful tornado that thrashed 
its way through Crittenden 
and southern Kenton 


County. 

Ironically, Pickett used to 
chase tornadoes in Indiana in 
hopes of capturing one on 
camera. 

This time, the tornado 
was chasing him. 

“We were trying to get 
away from them, but the 
more south we went the more 
the tornadoes went south,” 
he said. 

Pickett posted the brief 
footage on his Facebook 
page. 

It did not take long before 


others were sharing the har¬ 
rowing footage on the popu¬ 
lar social networking site. 

Kevin McDaniel, who is 
a cousin of Grant County 
coroner Bob McDaniel, 
uploaded the video to You 
Tube, where it has been seen 
by nearly 10,000 people, as 
of March 8. 

“That footage for me 
helps show others what this 
town went through, what 
they saw and what they 
endured,” Pickett said. “I 
only got the beginning of a 


truly catastrophic event. For 
Crittenden, what they lost, 
people they won’t be able to 
see again, places demolished 
and memories lost, that is the 
sad part of this video. 
Knowing that all that hap¬ 
pened. My heart goes out to 
the people in Crittenden and 
I hope that they can recover 
from this soon.”

Jackson contacted Terry Conrad, Grant 
County Building Inspector, for a temporary 
permit to use the building. 

The new structure didn’t even have elec¬ 
tric, but that didn’t deter him. Jackson began 
making phone calls and an army of volunteers 
started manning the relief center. 

There are carpenters, builders, teachers, 
nurses, retirees and self-employed. They are 
Baptists, Christians, non-church goers and 
from all over the tri-state area. 

Jackson said initially they planned to col¬ 
lect food items because the church already 
operated a food pantry. 

The hallways of the new building quickly 
filled with donated cases of bottled water and 
non-perishable food and then came the 
clothes. More clothes kept coming. 

So many in fact, the Crittenden Baptist 
Church Relief Center, has asked for no more 
clothing donations at this time. Currently, 
they are only accepting furniture, towels, bed¬ 
ding and fabric softener. 

“The hallways were lined with tables that 
were full and more stuff kept coming in,” 
Jackson said. “I don’t know how long we 
were here sorting items.” 

On March 5, it was obvious more volun¬ 
teers were needed and there were plenty of 
willing participants. 

“There was no organization to the things 
we were getting in so we re-arranged,” he 
said. “It’s constantly changing but every day 
it gets a little more fine tuned and orga¬ 


nized.” 

Volunteers have boxed excess clothing and 
are labeling the boxes. If area residents don’t 
need the donations, Jackson said they’ll even¬ 
tually be sent to other disaster areas, but as 
long as there is a need locally, the donations 
and shelter will continue to stay open. 

The hours have been reduced daily from 3 
to 8 p.m. as opposed to 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. right 
after the tornado. 

“We’ll make sure whatever we have left 
will go to the next place that needs it,” 
Jackson said. 

Jackson and Russ Hamey, who is also 
coordinating relief efforts, are amazed by the 
outpouring from the community. 

“People have been saying, ‘what can I 
do,”’ Harney, a member of Crittenden Baptist 
Church, said. 

Hamey developed a ‘needs’ wall and a 
‘haves’ wall. 

“There are people who may need a cof- 
feemaker but don’t have a kitchen counter to 
put it on, but they’ll need it later too, so we’re 
connecting the dots and matching people with 
a need with people who have offered some¬ 
thing,” Hamey said. 

The needs at the center changed daily, 


sometimes hourly. As of Tuesday, March 13, 
Jackson said donations would be accepted 
through March 17. 

The relief center at Crittenden Baptist 
Church could close by the middle of next 
week. 

“After that people can call the church and 
we’ll try and meet their needs as quickly as 
possible,” Jackson said. 

Right after the tornado, as many as 200 
would turn out for a meal, which was being 
offered three times a day. The kitchen part of 
the relief center is no longer serving meals. 

Members of Crittenden Baptist were cook¬ 
ing at the church and were assisted by groups 
such as the Grant County Cattlemen’s 
Association who brought a large grill to the 
church and fixed dinner and lunch a couple of 
times. 

Other churches, businesses and volunteers 
worked on the kitchen detail. 

The church also served as a location for 
other agencies to set up shop so that tornado 
victims only had one place to go. 

The Grant County Chapter of American 
Red Cross was there assisting families in the 
days following the tornado. 

These men are thankful they had the space 


sitting and waiting to be used. 

“Who could have ever dreamed this would 
have happened and that we’d be able to use it 
for this purpose,” Jackson said. 

But credit doesn’t go to a handful or even 
one congregation for the massive effort at 
the church. 

Harney, Jackson and J.B. Curd agree on 
that. 

“I can’t even tell you how many volun¬ 
teers there have been,” Jackson said. “We 
tried to keep up with it and even started a 
sign in sheet, but it was just impossible.” 

The outreach project has been a learning 
process too. 

“This has truly been amazing,” Jackson 
said. “We’ve seen God’s hands in this all the 
way. None of us have been trained for this 
and we’re doing the best we can with what 
we have and that’s all we can do.” 

“It was crystal clear that this was God’s 
calling,” Harney said. “It’s been amazing 
how God can come in and make things hap¬ 
pen. It’s been incredible to be a part of this.”

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Volunteers step up to help with relief efforts

Carl Jackson Jr. and Bryan 
Slaughter are like many local builders 
- happy to find work in a sluggish 
economy, but the Grant County resi¬ 
dents have found a work that is keep¬ 
ing them extremely busy. 

The job is a freebie, but the reward 
is beyond measure. 

Jackson and Slaughter are just two 
individuals from hundreds who’ve 
spent the last two weeks spending 
their days volunteering at Crittenden 
Baptist Church, which has become 
the relief center for the March 2 tor¬ 
nado victims. 

Jackson, as part of the Crittenden 
Baptist Men’s Group was out early 
Saturday following the tornado pick¬ 
ing up debris and downed trees. 

Seven men spent time in the 
Harvesters Subdivision and then on 
Bingham Lane. They helped fellow 
church members at Crittenden Baptist 
and non-church members alike. 

The group was one of many that 
turned out on Saturday and in the 
days following the tornado to help 
victims still reeling from the shock. 

“This is where I belong,” Jackson 
said, of his reason for being there. 

He’s not alone. 

Slaughter, who has grown up in 
Grant County and is a member of 
Crittenden Baptist Church and the 
men’s group there, has been out of 
work for weeks. 

“It’s been about four weeks since 
I’ve had a paycheck,” Slaughter said. 
“But, I got blessed just from being 
there.” 

Slaughter said it all started when 
they accepted the first box of dona¬ 
tions. 

“It just took off from there,” he 
said. “It’s brought out the best of 
everyone. Everyone has chipped in 
and we did it because it was the right 
thing to do.” 

J.B. Curd, also a member at 
Crittenden Baptist, who is retired 
volunteered in the kitchen. 

“It’s amazing how smooth things 
have gone,” Curd said. “I’ve probably 
cried a thousand times and I’ve had

my heart broken probably a hundred 
times but I’ve been blessed beyond 
belief.” 

Donations came from everywhere, 
including Domata Peko, a Bengals 
player who dropped off canned goods 
and meat to the church. 

Lanette Whalen, ofWilliamstown, 
spent last week working at the 
church. 

Her motivation was to honor her 
friend, Courtney Stephenson, who 
died when her car was blown off 
Interstate-75 near the Crittenden exit. 

Stephenson, the mother of two 
children who attended Williamstown 
schools, was battling cancer. 

“What a fight you waged. I’ll miss 
your beautiful smile and your heart of 
gold. You were and are an inspiration. 
Rest now, my friend,” Whalen wrote 
on her Facebook page. 

Whalen said she met Stephenson 
when she taught parenting classes for 
Grant and Pendleton counties through 
the Family Nurturing Center. 

“We became friends there. Her 
death is a sad blessing because of her 
stmggle with cancer,” Whalen said. 

Stephenson was returning from a 
doctor’s appointment in Indiana about 
her cancer treatments at the time of 


the accident. 

“She would have been right here 
working and helping,” Whalen said. 
“She smiled no matter what, even 
when her hair fell out and she was as 
bald as she could be. For her, life was 
about building memories.” 

The Grant County Chapter of the 


American Red Cross has also been 
busy these last few days. 

Local volunteers, Sherry Hall and 
Nancy Owens, were at the church, 
assisting families with food, clothing, 
bedding and financial assistance. 
They also brought in a mental health 
nurse and a registered nurse to help 


families in coping with the trauma. 

“Some people don’t understand 
our function,” Hall said. “We’re here 
to meet a families’ immediate need of 
food, shelter and clothing. Once those 
necessities are met, we refer people to 
other agencies who can offer addi¬ 
tional help.” 

Owens has been a Red Cross vol¬ 
unteer for five years. As she sat inside 
the emergency shelter at Grant County 
High School, which opened right 
after the tornado, she cried. 

“It’s been emotional,” she said. 
“We went to do an assessment and 
couldn’t find the house because it 
wasn’t there any more.” 

Hall, an eight-year-volunteer, said 
she was proud of the group’s efforts in 
getting the shelter open quickly and 
prepared for 100 families. 

“We’ve never had a situation like 
this, so I think we did a good job in 
getting things up and running so 
quickly,” Hall said. 

The Red Cross stayed at the church 
through March 13. Anyone needing 
assistance from the Red Cross should 
call 859-630-3460. 

“I’ve been so proud of our com¬ 
munity. It’s given me hope that Grant 
County still cares,” Hall said.

Braves race the track with new coach

After a successful season in 
which the 4x800 meter relay team, 
and Nathan Davis qualified for 
state, the Grant County track and 
field team is in a rebuilding mode 
with a new coach. 

Chris Jefferson, who was an 
assistant for Brian Soules, takes 
over for Soules who 
left for Boone County 
High School before the 
school year started. 

“This is my first 
year being a head coach 
of a track team,” 

Jefferson said. “It 
hasn’t been a tough 
adjusment with the 
day-to-day activities of 
practice. It takes a little more work 
as far as getting the paperwork put 
together and organizing an event, 
but it has been a lot easier than I 
thought it was going to be.” 

The Braves return only one run¬ 


ner from the 4x800 meter relay 
team in senior Tyler Edmondson. 

Jefferson said he is going to 
place Danny Hess, Dillon Ingram 
and Jarred Baker to run along with 
Edmondson. 

“Losing those three seniors is 
really going to hurt us,” Jefferson 
said. “If they were coming back, I 
would have no doubt that we could 
have won the regional event this 
year.” 


The Braves lost Davis, who 
qualified for the high jump at state 
last season. He transfered to Ryle 
High School after last school year. 
They also lost Haylee Hudson, who 
transfered to Scott County and 


qualified for state at the middle 
school level last season. 

Even with the losses, Jefferson 
said he has some key additions to 
this current team that can prove to 
be pivotal down the stretch. 

“We have a lot of key people 
back and I really think some of 
younger track athletes are going to 
step it up big,” Jefferson said. 

Jefferson said he is looking to 
junior Taylor Cummins to provide a 
spark after missing last 
season with an injury. 

He also feels that 
Sabryn Wooton is going 
to be a star and with 
only being an eighth 
grader, there is a lot of 
raw potential there that 
can be molded during 
her high school career. 
One of the meets 
that Jefferson is looking forward to 
the most is actually the first one on 
their schedule, for the Grant County- 
Pendleton County-Owen County- 
Walton-Verona Gold Medal Meet 
March 22 at Owen County High 


School. 

Jefferson said it was a meet that 
Soules and the coaches from the 
other respective schools got togeth¬ 
er and formed last season, which 
Grant County hosted. 

Grant County will be hosting 
three meets starting on April 17 and 
then April 27 and May 1 respec¬ 
tively. 

Another meet that means a lot to 
Jefferson is going to be the Harrison 
County Invitational on April 28. 

“I’m from that area and I am 
looking forward to competing 
against some people that I know 
and use to work with,” Jefferson 
said. 

The regional meet on May 12 at 
Scott High School is the determi¬ 
nant of who qualifies for the state 
meet May 19 in Louisville. 

Jefferson said the 4x800 relay 
has the best shot of heading back to 
the state meet, but he also has an 
eye on a few others that could 
qualify. 

“Cierra Fannon if she can get 
here, work hard on getting into 


shape and on the hurdles, she has a 
good shot of getting to state,” 
Jefferson said. 

Jefferson said other than that he 
will have to see how everyone does 
with their running, but he would 
like to see how Cummins does with 
her experience of getting to state on 
a relay team a couple of seasons 
ago. 

With the spoardic weather, the 
Braves have been able to get more 
days on the track than what a nor¬ 
mal winter usually is. Jefferson 
said. 

“We have been fortunate to have 
this kind of weather,” Jefferson 
said. 

The team was able to pracitce a 
few days in December and 
January. 

Jefferson said with the opportu¬ 
nity to work outside on specific 
events like the sprints, it has given 
them an advantage over years past. 

“I think it is a psychological 
advantage for the athletes, because 
I feel I get them to work harder 
when we are on the track.”

“The team has adapted well 
with not having a track or the 
equipment,” Whaley said. 

Whaley said she is looking to 
Edmondson, Moreland, Simpson 
and Easton McClanahan to have 
strong seasons. 

“McClanahan has been show¬ 
ing lots of potential at practices 
and I am excited to see how he 
performs,” Whaley said. 

Some key track meets on the 
schedule are the Walton Bearcat 
Open on March 24. The following 
week they will participate in the 
Walton Light the Night on March 
31. This meet is the All “A” 
meet. 

The Demons will also compete 


in all three meets hosted by Grant 
County High School. Those meets 
are on April 17, April 27 and May 
1 . 

The regional meet is May 11 
though May 12 and the state meet 
is May 18 through May 19 at the 
University of Louisville. 

“The schedule is not difficult 
and athletes can try new events 
out with different meets,” Whaley 
said. “Having a busy schedule of 
meets does benefit the track ath¬ 
letes.”

STORYLINES FOR POSSIBLE MATCHUPS FOR KENTUCKY 


Kentucky’s first opponent will be either in state rival Western Kentucky University or 
Mississippi Valley State who is coached by a member of the “Unforgettables” Sean 
Woods. 

The Wildcats have the possibility of meeting up with the last two National Champions 
in UConn and Duke. 

Indiana is the #4 seed in the South region and the Hoosiers are one of only two teams 
to defeat the Cats this season. 

And then there is the possibility of meeting Duke in the Regional Final on what would 
be the 20th anniversary of a shot by a former Blue Devil that I’ve seemed to have forgot¬ 
ten. 


The University of Kentucky 
Wildcats received the #1 over¬ 
all seed in the upcoming 
NCAA Tournament when the 
brackets were announced 
Sunday night. The Cats will 
open play in Louisville on 
Thursday night at 6:50 p.m. 
against the winner of the 
Mississippi Valley State and 
Western Kentucky opening 
round game that kicks off tour¬ 
nament action Tuesday night. 

There is no shortage of pos¬ 
sible storylines for UK as they 
begin the quest for their eighth 
National Championship and 
first since Tubby Smith’s 
squad cut down the nets in 
1998. 

When you look at 
Kentucky’s path back to the 
final four, it’s hard not to like 
the locations for their tourna¬ 
ment action.

Last season, 
Kentucky avoided facing the stiffest and 
most familiar competition until the final 
day. This season, not so much. The Cats 
had the pleasure of playing the two best 
teams remaining in the tournament in con¬ 
secutive days and for the third time this 
season. And clearly the third time was not 
the charm. 

Kentucky opened the tournament with 
what turned out 
to be an absolute 
battle with the 
LSU Tigers, 
eventually win¬ 
ning 60-51. The 
Cats uncharac¬ 
teristically strug¬ 
gled with care¬ 
less turnovers, 
poor offensive 
execution, and a 
rather forgettable 
performance by 
point guard 
Marquis Teague. 

If not for impres¬ 
sive performanc¬ 
es by the starting front court of Michael 
Kidd-Gilchrist, Terrence Jones, and Anthony 
Davis their time in Blue Orleans might have 
been short lived. 

Next up for the Wildcats was a semifinal 
matchup with Florida for the third time in 
the last month. In the previous two UK 
victories, the Gators had struggled shooting 
the three, but it was evident from the open¬ 
ing tip that this wasn’t going to be the case 
on this day, as they made five of their first 
nine attempts and 11 total for the game. 
Kentucky managed to make it more of a 
half-court game in the second half and was 
able to use their size advantage in the post. 
All five starters finished the game with 
double figures in scoring as the Cats held on 
for a 74-71 victory. 

In order to claim their third straight SEC 
Tournament title, Kentucky would again 
have to defeat another conference foe for 
the third time this season. Unfortunately, 
Vanderbilt wasn’t cooperative. The 
Commodores had played the Cats tough in 
both previous matchups and were more than 
they could handle on this day. It started 
with hot shooting from downtown and fin¬ 
ished with a tremendous defensive perfor¬ 
mance down the stretch to claim only their 
second SEC Tournament Championship in 
the school’s history with a 71-64 win.
